The agency makes loans for 
famiiv farming operations, farm 
development, rural housing com­ 
munity water systems, soil and 
water conservation and develop­ 
ment, recreation enterp r i s e s , 
and other purposes. 
Mr Jose reported that in 1963 
Farmers Home Administration 
supervised loan programs had 
two major results of importance 
to the ecnnnmy of the state 
“ I^ans to family farmers en­ 
abled them to make a major 
mntnbuiicn to the well being 
and progress of the state’s ag­ 
riculture during 1963." he said 
“ Capital and management as­ 
sistance supplied by Farmers 
Home Administration to its bor- 
rower.s helped them develop and 
enlargt their farms, o p e r a t e 
more efficiently, and build a 
sound farming business 
"In addition.

by ist for North American Aviation, beh ind 
closed doors th e oth er day to ask wh at h e 
knows about Bobby Baker and wh eth er or 
not h e h ad any association with gamblers 
and call girls. 


Black acknowledged th at h e and Baker 
h ad participated in business ventures with 
gamblers Ed Levinson and Ed Torres of 
Las Vegas, and Benny Sigelbaum of Miami, 
also th at an alleged labor racketeer, Mike 
Singer, is on th e pay roll of Serv-U, a vend­ 
ing mach ine company in wh ich th ey own 
a big stake. 


Black also suggested th at th e wh eeling- 
and-dealing Bobby Baker, now out of a job 
and out of influence, is broke. 
“ I h ave loaned h im small amounts to eat 
on since th is th ing broke, about $1,000,”

Th e lobby ist testified th at George Simon 
of Miami, ch ief accountant for th e Inter­ 
national Hotel ch ain, put up $8 0,000 to start 
Serv-U, and th at Levinson, Torres, and 
Sigelbaum h ad invested by personal ch eck. 
“Th is is a clean deal,” Black insisted.

Then she 
asked, “Aren’t you going to show me what’s in 
that envelope?” From the way he kept calling 
attention to it, he plainly wished to be asked 
about it. But he shook his head. 
Again they talked of other things until his 
mother finally said, “David, please show me 
what’s in that precious envelope! You’re so mys­ 
terious about it you’ve made me curious.” 
David hesitated a second, then blurted out, 
“There’s nudes in it. You shocked?” 
His mother was shocked, as any parent would 
be. But she disciplined herself not to show it. 
She did not wish to make those nude pictures any 
more important than they already were. “Why 
should I be shocked?” she asked casually. “Nudes 
can be lovely if they’re beautifully proportioned. 
But tell me, where did you get those pictures?” 
While David unfastened the envelope, he ex­ 
plained that a news dealer had recommended a 
“girlie book” as being very popular with young 
boys. Holding up a picture, he asked, “This one 
beautiful?” 
His mother shook her head. “I wouldn’t say so. 
She looks top-heavy. Agree?” 
He nodded a little reluctantly and produced 
another picture.’ “Is she beautiful?” 
“Goodness, no!” said his mother. “Look at her 
hips! They’re like big hams!” David had to laugh. 
“I’ll tell you what,” his mother promised. “Next 
week you and I will go to the museum in the city, 
and I'll show you some that are really beautiful.” 
“You will?” he said. “Gee!” 
A few minutes later, David bicycled off, leaving 
the envelope and pictures on the kitchen floor* No 
longer were they forbidden fruit. His mother had 
discussed them with him pretty much as she would 
have with an adult. In doing so, she had robbed 
them of their illicit excitment. 
Of course, she went at once to the news dealer 
who had sold her son the “girlie book.” And he 
was a badly frightened man when she left—as he 
deserved to be. 
But the point is: most children, when encour­ 
aged to say what is on their minds, will chatter 
away like magpies—and thereby be helpfully re­ 
vealing to their parents. 
Children who repeatedly are brushed aside 
with “Don’t bother me now!” or “Can’t you see 
I’m busy?” learn all too quickly to keep their 
thoughts to themselves. So do children who re­ 
ceive vague answers that make it obvious parents 
have little interest in what they have to say and 
less comprehension of what is going on in their

minds. Unfortunately, boys and girls are not in­ 
clined to mention any of this; often they do not 
consciously realize it themselves. 
I regard a lack of sympathetic communication 
between parents and children as a mutually seri­ 
ous loss. As children talk—about the garnets 
they found in the Maine rocks, acquaintances 
who think it’s great fun to shoplift, or the little 
girl who has |1 a week to spend on candy—they 
are likely to reflect: (1) the emotional forces 
working within them and (2) any antisocial ten­ 
dency which, unobserved and unchecked, might 
grow into a problem. 
Even when a child comes bursting into a room 
when there are guests, he should not be shushed, 
scolded, or told, “Not now!” He should be per­ 
mitted to say what he has to say, encouraged by 
the undivided attention he is given while he says 
it, and, as he leaves the room, promised the mat­ 
ter will be discussed further at some later time. 
The more children feel they belong—and they 
cannot feel this way unless they have sympathetic 
communication with their parents—the happier 
and better-adjusted human beings they will be. 
I’ve known children to become ill when denied 
all opportunity to talk with their parents. One 
eight-year-old patient of mine had convulsions 
which were the direct result of his having abso­ 
lutely no communication with either his mother 
or his father. 
Some times are better suited to parent-child 
talk than others, and every advantage should be 
taken of them. For instance, ideal opportunities 
occur when Mother is sewing, preparing vege­ 
tables, or gardening; when Father is making 
minor household repairs or painting screens; 
when the family goes for a drive; or when the 
child or parent is confined to bed while recovering 
from some minor ailment.

CONGRESSMEN

t 7 :40 a .m . next Wednesday Presi- 
L dent Johnson and 1,000 other 
U.S. leaders will gather in Washington 
for a simple but impressive service— 
the Presidential Prayer Breakfast. 
There, in our politically hardened capital, the 
top ranks of our government—regardless of creed 
—will put partisan differences aside to pray for 
the nation’s leadership. 
Among those present at the Hotel Mayflower 
for the annual event will be Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, members of the Cabinet, House Speaker 
John W. McCormack, and many Senators and 
Congressmen. There will be Scripture readings, 
a prayer, hymns, and a talk by the President 
Sponsors of this unique occasion are the House 
and Senate Prayer Breakfast Groups. Although 
these two groups are rarely publicized, their 
influence is not limited to Washington. Their 
example has led to the formation of at least 300 
similar leadership prayer groups in state capitols, 
city halls, and business offices across the country. 
This rising interest in prayer, of coarse, runs 
counter to the popular conception of life on Capi­ 
tol Hill—a conception symbolized by the Bobby 
Baker headlines and other innuendoes of miscon­ 
duct in high places. The headlines create a false 
image, W’ith few exceptions, I have come to know 
my colleagues,- on both sides of the political aisle, 
as men and women of exceptional character. 
The House prayer group meets Thursdays in a 
small Capitol dining room with 30 to 50 members 
attending. Some never miss. Many others, like 
myself, attend whenever we can. The Senate 
group meets Wednesdays in the Vandenburg 
Room of the Capitol, where the average attend­ 
ance is about 20. A large part of the Senate mem­ 
bership is involved at one time or another. 
Coming together are men of all faiths; Prot­ 
estants, Catholics, and Jews. The House group 
once included a Hindu, whose spontaneous prayer 
asking God’s blessing on the group was an ex­ 
tremely touching moment. 
No time is wasted in trivial chatter or political 
disputations. In the House group, as in the Sen­ 
ate’s, a different member delivers a brief medita­ 
tion at each meeting. Discussion follows, and the 
breakfast ends with a prayer. 
What do the leaders talk about? Sometimes it

is a profoundly felt personal religious experience, 
or sometimes a Congressman will try to explain 
how he came to his faith. Other talks may deal 
with how religious beliefs have changed a man’s 
life or affected his thinking on a national issue. 
One Thursday morning, a Texas Congressman 
led a scholarly discussion of the Supreme Court 
decision on school prayer. Another time, a Cali­ 
fornian presented a moving program consisting 
entirely of religious poetry. 
Our groups are small and intimate enough for 
anyone, regardless of religious background, to 
feel at home. A Southern Baptist can pray with 
a Roman Catholic. Those who might not feel 
comfortable in church find a welcome fellowship.

Frivolity is absent. Sometimes the questions 
are of the simple Sunday School type, such as, 
“What is the difference between the Old and the 
New Testaments?” The Congressman who asked 
it sincerely wanted to know but probably never 
would have dared to ask it anywhere else. 
To preserve the groups’ integrity, anonymity 
is carefully observed. As one Congressman com­ 
mented to me the other day: “We don’t want to 
parade our piety.” 
Perhaps, too, there is the fear that the higher 


motives of participating Congressmen might be 
questioned or distorted. Those attending might 
be charged with using religion as a protective 
coloring or to boost their prestige. 
Nothing could be more untrue. The rules are 
rigidly enforced: no guests, no outside speakers, 
no formal organization. During the three years 
I have been in Congress, I have come to under­ 
stand why our group shuns the limelight 
Not long after I came to Congress, I was asked 
to provide the meditation for the coming Thurs­ 
day’s breakfast My topic was to be the influence 
of prayer during the Constitutional Convention 
of 1787. On that day, I exp«;ted my mother to be 
in Washington. She had been teaching Sunday 
School for more than 60 years, and I knew she 
would enjoy being at a Congressional prayer 
breakfast. Unaware of the no-guest rule, I asked 
the Congressman in charge that week if I could 
bring her along. His answer: there are no ex­ 
ceptions—not even for a Congressman’s mother. 
I have learned to appreciate that the intimate 
fellowship of our prayer breakfasts could be 
marred if outsiders attended. Even clergymen 
are not invited, unless they happen also to be 
members of Congress. 
In our prayer groups, there is little talk about 
differences between faiths or denominations. We

Headlines shout about Washington scandal, but they fail to record a quieter 


phenomenon: our national leaders’ growing participation in prayer groups 


are there to have our spiritual batteries re­ 
charged. and we try to bridge gaps rath er than 
open them. Nowhere else on Capitol Hill do I 
find such a sense of privacy and intimacy. 
A sim ilar aura of privacy is beginning to be 
applied even to the annual Presidential breakfast. 
O utsiders are perm itted there, and last year it 
al.so had full television coverage. But this year, 
the 12th to be held, tv cam eras will be excluded. 
W hy? Cam eras m ar the privacy of the occasion. 
My own feeling tow ard the House prayer 
breakfast is th at it is one of the finest hours of 
the week for me. The experience has given me a 
new appreciation and understanding of those 
w’ith whom I may differ on legislative issues. 
Sincerity shows through; so does character. We 
can go to the House floor or a comm ittee session, 
m atch ideas and argum ents—and still be friends. 
Sen. S tu art Sym ington of M issouri has stated 
publicly: “The Senate breakfast prayer group has 
done more for me than anything else since I came 
to W ashington,” Rep. E. C. G athings of A rkansas 
recently called his association with the House 
group “an enriching experience,” 
The impact of our prayer groups has spread 
far beyond Capitol Hill. In one state torn by the 
racial integration issue, a Congressm an who had 
witnessed the influence of our m eetings in W ash­ 
ington suggested to his state’s Governor th at he 
get together at a prayer m eeting with community 
leaders, including the Governor’s bitterest critics. 
The m eeting w’as held at the home of a prom i­ 
nent businessm an, whose son had vowed he would 
walk out if the Governor entered the house. But 
the son did not walk out th at evening. A fter a 
strained beginning, then prayer and m editation, 
the opposing factions gradually found a level of 
m utual respect and confidence on which they 
could air their differences. Personal hostilities 
were erased as each got a fair appreciation of the 
oth er’s viewpoints and problems. 
A fter the m eeting, which lasted three hours, 
the Governor said to the host, “ If I had had some­ 
one like you with me before, I would have been 
a different governor.” 
So successful was th at initial prayer m eeting 
that the comm unity leaders involved suggested 
sim ilar get-togethers at other levels and places. 
Now’, three years later, about 20 leadership 
prayer m eetings are being held in th at state. 
The House and Senate groups have inspired not 


only the annual Presidential breakfast but sim i­ 
lar gatherings in nearly every state capital. Last 
year, prayer breakfasts were sponsored by 48 
Governors. Events sim ilar to those on Capitol 
Hill are held each week in about 30 state capitals 
and in some 300 com m unities throughout the 
nation. Also, biennial leadership prayer g ath er­ 
ings have been held since 1954 on an international 
level. Involved are leaders of 20 nations. 
Quietly and unobtrusively, the Congressional 
prayer breakfasts have been going on ever since 
1942. The year before, a newly elected Congress­ 
man who was a physician (he prefers to rem ain 
anonym ous) had invited three colleagues to join 
him in his office for m editation and prayer. It 
proved so satisfying and helpful th at they made 
it a W’eekly habit. 
Word spread, the group grew too large for the 
office, and soon it began to meet for breakfast 
and prayer in a small dining room in the Capitol. 
The Senate group was started not long a fte r­ 
ward. 
What happened was not planned; the 
groups evolved from a common feeling.

The prayer groups have produced other results. 
The small chapel near the Capitol’s rotunda was 
first suggested by them. A quiet place— strictly 
for Senators and Congressm en to pray— it con­ 
veys a reverent sim plicity, dom inated by a Bible 
open to the 23rd Psalm , an altar w ith flower- 
filled vases, and a stained-glass window. 
I find the window especially inspiring. The 
central figure is a kneeling George W ashington. 
Around it, woven into the ruby glass, is the text 
from Psalm 16:1: “Preserve me, 0 God; for in 
Thee do I put my tru st.” 
How m any members of the House and Senate 
kneel at the prayer bench I don’t know. They will 
probably never be counted, nor should they be. 
I do know th at Congressm en— individually and 
in small groups— visit the chapel often. 
P rayer can change men— and changed men can 
change a nation. As they w restle with difficult 
problems, many leaders learn their owm short­ 
comings and find the need for God’s assistance. 
I know of one form er Congressm an, now' a Gover­ 
nor, who sa id : “W hen I first took office, I couldn’t 
sleep at night because I knew' the buck stopped 
at my desk. I couldn’t shift it to someone else. 
P ray er helped ; then I could sleep.” 


VV’hen he was President, D w ight D. Eisenhow er 
began each Cabinet m eeting w ith a prayer. And 
John F. Kennedy, a few days before his tragic 
death, said he always knelt in prayer at bedtime. 
It was Lincoln who left this tim ely testim onial 
for all who occupy positions of responsibility: 
“ I have been driven many tim es to my knees 
by the overwhelm ing conviction th at I had no-

where else to go. My own wisdom and th at of all 
about me seemed insufficient unto the day.” 
I firmly believe th at prayer transcends the 
conflicts th at draw men apart. The grow th of 
leadership prayer groups is a hopeful beacon in 
a troubled world.

But this is bo wling with a difference. It’s family bo wl­ 
ing with o ur two children, and I can’t think o f any way 
Mo m, Dad, and the kids can hav e mo re fun to gether.

“Just Call Me 
Barbra Streisand”

PENING NIGHT of the new Broadway musi­ 
cal, “Funny Girl,” is still a few weeks 
off, but star Barbra Streisand already has 
stopped the show"—as usual. 
When director Garson Kanin demanded «he sing one 
of the show’s songs at the first rehearsal, Barbra, as ex­ 
pected, did the unexpected. She removed her chewing 
gum, plopped it into Mr. Kanin’s outstretched palm, and 
belted out the song (which she had just glanced at the 
night before) so vibrantly that onlookers applauded for 
several 
minutes—except Kanin, who understandably 
waited until Barbra retrieved her chew. 
The incident will enlarge the legend that “the greatest 
singing discovery of the decade” is also a “beatnik” who 
dresses “kookie” and behaves like a “character.” 
All wrong, says Barbra. Even that bit about being a 
singer. She’s not. “The greatest” maybe—but singer, no. 
“This singing bit,” she says in her offhand manner of 
speech, “just happened, you know. I’m an actress. My 
unemployment insurance ran out a couple of years ago, 
and a friend told me about a singing contest in a Green­ 
wich Village club. Free meals and a week’s pay. So I 
listen to his records to learn some words and get up in 
this club and act out a song, and I win. So I’m a singer! 
“Now voice teachers come up to me with long ex­ 
planations of why I have such range and all that—some­ 
thing to do with here” (tapping her diaphragm). “I don’t 
know what they’re talking about.” 
Since winning the contest, Barbra, now 21, has shot 
upward from smart supper clubs to a rave role in Broad­ 
way’s *‘I Can Get It for You Wholesale” to a Hollywood 
Bowl concert and one-night stands at $8,000 a perform­ 
ance. She’ll test her actress-image portraying the late 
comedienne Fanny Brice in “Funny Girl,” the musical 
based on Miss Brice’s headlined romance with gambler 
Nicky Arnstein. But most reviewers already agree with 
Barbra’s self-appraisal. San Francisco critic Ralph J. 
Gleason wrote of her technique: “Each song is a little 
playlet in which she is involved. Everything she does. . . 
is designed to accentuate the lyric.” 
But what about the “kookie” dresses? Barbra dismisses 
it all w ith : ‘‘So I wear black tights and ‘character’ coats. 
Look, some people are cold. Some are hot. I’m cold. Tights 
and big coats aren’t ‘beat’—they’re warmV' 
And those shapeless Empire gowns and beaded middie 
blouses that have become her trademark? “They are high 
fashion. I am high fashion! If I hadn’t made it as an 


actress, I would have had no trouble being a designer. 
Why, fashion editors come to me now. Pretty soon women 
will copy what I wear.” 
Barbra was more frank about her Empire-look to a 
fashion writer, however. “I have this awful stomach that 
pops out, and I like to be comfortable when I sing. That’s 
why I wear a lot of Empire dresses. You don’t have to 
wear all those underthings that hold you in.” 
Miss Streisand’s conviction that she will become an 
American style setter may be disturbing, but it’s probably 
true. Several fashion magazines are planning “back-to- 
th€-1930s-with-Barbra” layouts, and a high-school fad ie 
Barbra’s outfit of black-and-white herringbone skirt and 
weskit with white blouse and “drippy” bow. 
Barbra’s vanity about clothes extends to her hair. When 
totally unknown on Broadway, Barbra once refused to 
return for a second and critical audition, saying, “I’m sorry, 
but I have a hairdresser’s appointment then.” This inde­ 
pendence still awes Broadwayites, but to Barbra it seems 
perfectly logical. “It’s important to look good, too, you 
know,” she explains. 


A 4fT10 LOOK g o o d ” with the aid of high fashion and hairdos 
X is especially important to Barbra, who is occasionally 
sensitive about not being “the ingénue type those creepy 
casting people look for.” On stage she may joke about her 
nose, but some articles on her looks have brought her 
almost to tears. Barbra herself says: “Sometimes I look 
at myself on television and wonder—‘What am I doing 
here? I don’t look good. I don’t sound good. What is it 
that they flip over?’ ” 
Barbra frequently talks about her “insecurity,” but it 
has never inhibited her determined quest for fame and 
fortune. Where did she get such “drive” ? (She dislikes 
the word “ambition.” “Ambition is vulgar,” she says. » 
”1 lived with my mother in Brooklyn until I left high 
school, and in all that time I never had a room of my 
own—I slept on a couch. Ever sleep on a couch night 
after night? All you think about is, ‘How can I get a 
room of my own?’ You just get to the point where you 
have to make good !” 
Nowadays she is furnishing her vast bedroom around 
a four-poster Elizabethan bed (authentic Louis XVI is 
another style she is mixing in a frenetic furnishing binge) 
in a duplex penthouse once occupied by lyricist Lorenz 
Hart. It faces Central Park and features a 55-foot terrace 
and a stairway “so I can make my entrance.” 
Barbra does not look back fondly on growing up in 
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Brooklyn. “ No, it wa.sn’t unplea.'^ant. It 
ju.st u'nnn't. My father died when I wa.n 
very younir. and there’s something miss­ 
ini? when you don’t have a father. He was 
a Ph. I), and was listed in L*adtrff of Kdu- 
cation. I know; 1 I<M)ked him up.’’ 
Barbra’s admiration of a father she 
never knew is so much a part of her that 
a cast member of her play .says: “We took 
for granted that when she married, she’d 
marry an older man. The amateur psy­ 
chologists did a double take when she 
married Elliott.” This refers to Elliott 
Gould, the tall, handsome (and hardly a 
father substitute) 
star of “Wholesale.” 
whom Barbra married last March. 
B 


a r b r a describes her mother, a public- 
school clerk, as "simple, 
nonintel­ 
lectual” 
and 
mostly 
concerned 
about 
whether ”1 was getting enough hot soup 
and fruit.” In high school. Barbra was an 
honor student who spent every free hour 
with drama groups, but her theatrical 
dreams were totally lost at home. 
“All I heard was *no, no, can’t be 
done,’ ” Barbra recalls. “Don’t get me 
wrong; I’m thankful to my mother. My 
desires were strengthened by wanting to 
prove to my mother that I could be a star. 
“ But even today my mother calls and 
says, ‘So-and-so in the office says he read 


.something nice about you in the paper.s.' 
But it never seems to mean anything to 


her personally. She just mentions it to 
make me feel good. Then she’ll say. ‘But 
tell me. are yow getting enough fruit?’ To 
her, that’s what’s important in life and 
always has been. I’m diflferent.” 
W hat’s important to Barbra? "A need 
to be great” is one answer she gives, and 
“a need to be different.” The need to be 
different led her to change the spelling of 
her first name. People, she says, were al­ 
ways after her to change hei' nose or her 
name. She had too much pride to do 
either. “I look like my father,” she says, 
“and Streisand was his name.” But be­ 
cause .she never liked Barbara, she did 
consent to disposing of “an extra ‘a.’ ” 
She adds: “I couldn't just get a whole new 
(first) name. That would be losing touch 
with reality.” 
What about that “need to be great” ?— 
a need she admits had made her “like one 
of those preachers, burning up inside.” 
Success has slackened the burning drive, 
and she describes herself as “more re­ 
strained now— but not enough, maybe.” 
Can anything— having her own bed­ 
room, fame, “looking good”— really ful­ 
fill the “needs,” diminish the “insecur­ 
ity” ? Yes, says Barbra— “When everyone 
named Barbara spells it B-a-r-b-r-a.”

LYNDON B. JOHNSON: 
Courageous 
Man of Action

T MIGHT BE a h e a rt a tta c k ,” the doc- 
X to r said. 
“If you think it might be a heart 
attack,” the patient replied, “let’s act 
as though we know it is.” 
The patient was Lyndon B. Johnson, then the 
majority leader of the United S tat^ Senate. He 
had first felt a constriction in the chest on July 
2, 1955, while driving to Middleburg, Va., to 
visit George Brown, an old Texas friend. 
No words could be more characteristic of Lyn­ 
don Johnson than “Let’s act as though we know 
it is.” They carry the same ring of resolution that 
was his that dark day of Nov. 22, 1963, in Dallas 
when—similarly in command of the situation— 
he said simply: “Let’s get this plane back to 
Washington.’’ 
“These words,’’ as Booth Mooney, his close 
friend and one-time associate, puts it, “are the 
hallmark of his character as a man of action and 
a courageous fighter.’’ 
The story of Lyndon Johnson’s courage is 
written, too, in his actual war record during the 
seven months that he was a lieutenant commander 
in the Navy. At the end of that brief period. 
President Roosevelt recalled all Congressmen to 
Washington. 
Just one hour after Representative Johnson 
voted for the declaration of war after the Japa­ 
nese bombing of Pearl Harbor, he volunteered for 
active duty in the Navy. He thus became the first 
Congressman to get into uniform. 
He felt he could do no less after his commit­ 
ment to Texas audiences during the campaign of 
1941. “I love peace,’’ he had declared. “I hate war. 
And if the day ever comes when my vote must be 
to send your boy to war, that day Lyndon Johnson 
will leave his seat in Congress to go with him.’’ 
He also had had long talks about this with his 
wife Lady Bird. He had told her that, if war 
came, she should be prepared to have him volun­ 
teer. She had agreed then, and she was ready to 
have him go now that war had come. 
Johnson had long shared with Franklin Roose­ 


velt a strong predilection for matters nautical. 
He had served on the powerful House Naval 
Affairs Committee, and he was an officer in the 
Naval Reserve. After he entered active service, 
he refused to draw his Congressional salary of 
$10,000 a year. Instead, he wanted only the 
$3,000 pay of a lieutenant commander. 
The first days in uniform were a disappoint­ 
ment. Instead of being sent overseas, he found 
himself in a San Francisco oflHce. He chafed under 
the lack of action. “I’m not finding out anything 
about the war,’* he complained to his brother, 
Sam Houston, who was working for a war agency 
in Denver. “I’m not doing anything. I would be 
worth more to the country in Congress than I 
am in this assignment. I’m going to Washington 
and talk to the Boss (Roosevelt). He’s got to get 
something done about me.’’ 
The visit to “the Boas’’ bore fruit. Commander 
Johnson’s assignments thereafter ranged widely 
over the Pacific theater of war, and he spent 
several months with Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
while preparing a rejjort for the President. 
Once, over Australia, Commander Johnson was 
aboard a Flying Fortress fancifully called the 
Swoose. Not so fancifully, it had to make an 
emergency landing. 
The sun was low, and the pilot wanted to try 
to put the plane down while it was still light. 
The countryside looked desolate, but he finally 
spotted some white houses where he thought 
there might be help in case they crashed. But, 
fortunately, they made a safe landing. 
A 


CREW MEMBER recalls: “We got out. Pretty 
soon ranchers began coming out of no­ 
where, and right away Commander Johnson got 
busy. He began to get acquainted. They told him 
where we were, and some of them went off to get 
a truck to take us into town where we could tele­ 
phone. More kept coming. Johnson was shaking 
hands all around. He came back and told us these 
wfere real folks—the best folks in the world, ex­ 
cept maybe the folks in his own Texas. 
“Pretty soon he knew all their first names, and 
they were telling him why there ought to be a

high tariff on wool. There’s no question—he 
swung that country for Johnson before he left 
He was in his element. I know he sure swung 
the Swoose crew; he could carry that ‘precinct’ 
any day.’’ 
I.ater, Commander Johnson was aboard a 
bomber which was attacked by Japanese fighters 
and had one engine knocked out He had volun­ 
teered as an observer on the bomber in order to 
obtain personal knowledge of combat conditions 
in New Guinea for a report to the President. 
When the Japanese planes attacked, he continued 
his work as though nothing had happened. 
His courage attracted the attention of General 
MacArthur, who personally decorated him with 
the Silver Star for gallantry on this mission.

Lady Bird was constantly at her husband's side during his fight against a heart attack. 


The MacArthur citation stated that in the face 
of enemy fire. Commander Johnaon “evidenced 
marked coolness in spite of the haaards involved“ 
and that “his gallant action enabled him to obtain 
and return with valuable information.“ 
On July 2, 19&6, the day that Johnson’s heart 
attack struck, he was as courageous as he had 
been during the war. In the ambulance on the 
way to Bethesda Naval Hospital, he asked the 
doctor for a cigarette. “Senator,” the doctor re­ 
plied, “you’ve had your last cigarette.“ 
**Take away my seniority in the Senate,” was 
Johnson’s half>jocular answer, ’'but don’t take me 
off my three packs a day.” 
Two wedcs after entering the hospital, how­ 
ever, he was not only doing everything his doc­ 
tors ordered but was actually improving upon 
those orders. The doctors limited his caloric in­ 
take to l,bOO, but he set 1,200 as his limit. They 
wanted him to reduce from 200 to 175-185 
pounds; his own goal was 174 pounds. They 
wanted him to walk a mile a day. He measured 
one-half mile by an automobile speedometer, 
walked this distance and back, and then walked 
an extra 100 yards. Though he had been a chain 
smoker, he not only gave up smoking completely 
but, to test himself, kept a package of cigarettes 
on a table near his bed. 
From the Arst, however, he was realistic about 
the possibility of dying. When he arrived at the 
hospital, he told Walter Jenkins, his trusted aide: 
“My money clip’s in my coat pocket. Take it. Lady 
Bird will be needing cash right away. If things 
don’t turn out all right, my will is in the safe 
at the office. Take care of things, Walter.’’ 
To George Reedy, his press secretary, he said: 
“Announce it to the press. Don’t kid anybody. 
Don’t say I’m in for a checkup. Say I had a heart 
attack—a belly buster.’’ 
He even made grim j<Aes about his conditi<Ni. 
One day, about two w e ^ after the attack. Lady 
Bird told him that a tailor, who had been at work 
on two suits for him, wanted to know what to do 
about them. “Tell him to go ahead with the blue 
one,’’ Johnson replied. “We can use it no matter 
what happens.’’ 


Along with his realism toward death. Senator 
Johnson displayed a Aerce determination to Aght 
it—and a new serenity toward life. “Lyndon 
wanted me around 24 hours a day,” Mrs. Johnson 
told me. “He wanted me to laugh a lot and always 
to have lipstick on. During those days, we re­ 
discovered the meaning and freshness of life.” 
Those hospital days, the time of watchful wait­ 
ing, intensiAed the attachment between husband 
and wife. Just a few moments after showing 
solicitude for his wife’s immediate needs in his 
talk with W-alter Jenkins, Johnson turned to her 
and pleaded, “Stay with me, Bird, while I Aght 
this thing through.’’ He to<^ her hand and held 
it as his strength began to ebb. A few minutes 
later, he went into shock. 
After he had regained consciousness, he was 
pleased to see Lady Bird beside him. “Every time 
I lifted my hand, she would be there,” he recalls. 
She had moved into the hospital the night he 
was admitted and stayed until he was discharged 
six weeks later. 
J 


OHNSON ALSO POUND comfort in the presence 
of his then-74-year-old mother, Mrs. Rebekah 
Baines Johnson, who expressed her unAinching 
belief that he would recover and fulAll the great 
role she believed he was called upon to play. She 
had never been in an airplane before but Aew 
from Texas to be with him. 
As he began to get well, Johnson chafed under 
inaction just as he had in San Francisco during 
the war some 14 years earlier. A letter which 
Adlai Stevenson wrote to Lady Bird at the time 
sheds light on the patient’s new mood. The letter 
read: “Thanks for the reassuring note about 
Lyndon. I saw a comforting picture in the news­ 
paper the other day, but I hear he shows marked 
signs of postponed juvenile delinquency in the 
sick room. If he isn’t behaving properly, let me 
know and I’ll send a posse of assorted Democrats 
down there to help you out.’* 
When the hospital battle was over and Johnson 
had returned to his ranch in Texas, he was a man 
who had undergone a great transformation. 
Those days not only deepened his marriage but 


also allowed him to get better acquainted with 
his daughters, Lynda Bird, then 11, and Lucy 
Baines, then 8. He enjoyed playing dominoes with 
them and listening to their tales of friends and 
school. After one Sunday breakfast, Lucy Aung 
her arms around him and said, “Daddy, it’s so 
nice to have you around the house so much.’’ 
He later told a friend, “I’ve thrown away the 
whip. That heart attack taught me to appreciate 
some things a busy man sometimes almost for­ 
gets. I'm learning all over how to live.” 
Six months after the attack, Johnson heard 
his doctors publicly announce that he was again 
fully capable of handling his duties as the Sen­ 
ate’s majority leader. 
Illness was over, but some of the rigors im­ 
posed upon him still remained, and his wife 
helped him to observe them. There was, for in­ 
stance, the strict counting of calories. Once, when 
he reached for a banana. Lady Bird urged, “Let’s 
each have half a banana.” Even on the day he 
resigned from the Senate to become Vice Presi­ 
dent, he returned to his office to take his formula- 
diet preparation before joining his friends at a 
luncheon to mark the occasion. 
Lyndon Johnson had proved his courage dur­ 
ing the war, and a grateful nation had awarded 
him a Silver Star. For the heroism he showed in 
his private Aght against illness, there also was an 
award—the warm admiration of all who knew the 
story of his determined battle.
